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occasional chairs in the more radical showcars. Together, 
they compose the major change in custom interiors this 
season. The old tried and true pleated and rolled Nauga- 
hyde and frieze upholstery combinations are still very 
much with us, however some of the designs stitched by 
the competent upholstery shop proprietors across the 
nation are very contemporary in concept. Here are ten 
pages of the best. Why don’t you see for yourself? 
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Far left. Swiveled buckets seen in ‘The 
Emperor’, the Oakland Roadster Show 
Sweepstakes winner as the most beau- 
tiful rod. The pleats are button tufted. 


Left. Functional and attractive are these 
seats mounted in a late model custom.

Speedy sixteen-year-old 
Bobby Allen takes all 
comers at World’s Kart 
Championship go in Nassau

ASSAU, THE LAND of the limbo and the conch 

shell, was aroused from its drowsy peacefulness 
as almost two hundred of the world’s finest karts shriek- 
ed their exhaust notes around the International Oakes 
Kart Road Course, on their way to trophies, prizes, 
glory and honors and, in many cases, to frustration, 
woe and disappointment. The second running of the 
World’s Championship Grand Prix de Karts, as presented 
by the ever-cordial Bahamas Automobile Club and en- 
trepreneur Captain Sherman “Red” Crise, saw entries 
from the United States, England, Venezuela, the Virgin 
Islands, Italy, Mexico and Panama scrapping for, among 
other things, a trophy so big that it would never get 
under a Limbo bar (for those of you who are in the 
dark, the Limbo is a sacroiliac-wrecking competitive 
dance more or less the opposite of a track meet’s high 
jump event). 
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Bahamas Speed Week, until 1959 
a programme of ultra-high class 
sports car events rating international 
recognition and a place on the FIA 
| calendar of competitions giving 
- points towards the World’s Cham- 
pionship, has added another delicacy 
to its bill of fare with the introduction 
(last year) of International Karting. 
Stateside karts are predominant, but 
exotic examples of Europe’s finest 
made their appearance at this second 
| meeting with some of the conti- 
nent’s biggest sports car names as 
chauffeurs. Unfortunately, they 
weren't too suitable for the U. S.-type 
short and twisty course, and Ameri- 
can karts had it pretty much their 
own way. 


Besides the karting itself, there 
were other diversions available to 
the drivers, crews and rooters who 
made the trip. The abovementioned 
Limbo, the famed calypso and steel 
drum bands, the sights of Nassau 
| Town and the curving, palm-lined 
white sand beaches were at times far 
more tempting than hot asphalt and 
rubber dust. For those who took the 
overnight journey on the S. S. Yar- 
_ mouth, there were innumerable state- 
rooms where one could get quite in- 
volved in the finer points of gearing, 
tires, or how to get back to the main- 
land with more than the legal limit 
of one duty-free gallon of fire-water 
apiece. 

The inevitable delay at customs, 
with karts, parts and all the gear so 
necessary to racing away from home, 
was eventually squared away, and 
the little bombs were trundled off 
to a cavernous aircraft hanger, sup- 
plied by the thoughtful organizers 
for tech inspection and pre-pit work. 
An added attraction, seen on a few 
karts last year, but mandatory this 
time, was the “Nassau Panel” affixed 
to the front of each kart. Blessed by 
the scorers and pit crews searching 
for their charges fogging out of the 
pack towards the pits, they added a 
touch of extra color, aided in identi- 
fication, and lent an esthetically de- 
finitive line to the stark shape of the 
karts. Unfortunately, a semi-serious 
injury was caused when a well- 
known driver was upended, catching 
his leg on the sharp, unrolled edge 
of the panel on his kart. If these 
number panels were to be made from 
some material less liable to cause in- 
jury in the event of a flip, or at least 
to have rolled or lined edges, we

feel that they would be a very accept- 
able addition to the standard equip- 
ment on competition karts. They 
appear to be the best solution to the 
identification problem on a bodiless 
machine. 

Prior to the races, a short (alto- 
gether too short, according to many) 
practice session was held on the 
30-foot-wide, half-mile road course, 
followed by time trials which wit- 
nessed four and five cars attempting 
to qualify at one time, due to a mul- 
tiple timing clock setup in the control 
tower. A good idea for larger ma- 
chinery, it turned out to be somewhat 
less than ideal for the karts, but offi- 
cial times were posted, and that was 
that. Don Surwall, a Skokie, Illinois 
driver on a triple McCulloch MC-10 
powered Max-Torque Evans Special, 
came out on top with a scorching 
51.02 seconds, fast when you stop to 
think that the course had nineteen 
rugged turns with unusual border 
markers in the form of pine tree 
branches stuck into small containers 
recessed in the track surface that 
blocked one’s vision through the up- 
coming turns. A Midwestern driver 
was moved to state that he “felt as 
if he was road-racing through the 
North Woods”. But haybales have 
turned out to be rather expensive 
when imported from the States, and 
the pine boughs turned out to be 
quite adequate, as well as lending 
an extraordinary touch. 

First crack at the rainbow went 
to the Junior Division, with Pierre 
Michel of Hialeah, Florida eventu- 
ally garnering the laurels on _ his 
Clinton-powered Hellcat. Carlos Pru- 
neda of Mexico, winning on a Go 
Kart / Clinton, went home with A 
honors in the next event, a combined 
A and B Stock go which gave Bill 
Ward, of Miami, Florida, the B half 
of the winners’ circle. Next on the 
agenda was the A Sportsman race 
with Chub Carey, Rockford, Illinois 
conquering all with his new Fox kart 
propelled by a very healthy Power 
Products AH-58. B and C Sportsman 
karts shared the track in the follow- 
ing blast with Dave Latsha, who had 
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brought his K-92 engined Homelite 
Spitfire all the way from Camp Hill, 
Pennsylvania, walking off with B 
Sportsman class, while a Georgian, 
Jim Barnes from Atlanta, swept to 
a C Sportsman triumph with his Putt 
Nik/AH-82. Next in the spotlight was 
the A Modified Open, a rugged race 
of fifty laps. Bob Bosemer, Los An- 
geles driver for the Go Kart Racing 
Team, had things all his way, but 
twenty-five miles of all-out kart rac-

exception. Notable among the heart- 
breakers was the comeback drive of 
double-National Champion Bill Jef- 
fery, who was embroiled in not one, 
but two tangles, only to come scream- 
ing out of the pack and into a strong 
second place, going for first, before 
a drive chain came adrift to put an 
end to his bid for the win.

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TEI E ’S53-’54 CHEVROLET

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ITH MANY AUTOMOBILES, 
there are inherent qualities 
and lines that do not need modify- 
ing. It is sometimes better to leave 
them as they are rather than to spoil 
the aesthetic values that they repre- 
sent, 

The 53-54 Chevrolet is one car 
that falls into this category, albeit 
greatly benefits from tastefully de- 
signed custom styling. Our restyled 
pick this month features very subtle 
additions and subtractions in both 
the mild and wild classes with many 
stock components and design lines 
retained. 

For the mild version, we have just 
barely scratched the surface. The 
usual dictates of the custom frater- 
nity led us to remove all chrome 
trim, with the lone exceptions being 
the lower quarter panel strip and the 
rear fender splash panel. The doors 
are now controlled with an electric 
solenoid system with a key-lock. The 
Chev is dagoed ever so slightly, but 
enough to present a typical boule- 
vard appearance without sacrifice of 
ride. The front end is primarily stock 
with only a bar grille added com- 
posed either of short individual 
pieces of stock or Edsel components. 
Twelve large louvers were punched 
into the hood’s skin and dummy 
spots are added. 

The rear has only frenched stock 
Chevrolet taillights plus dechroming. 
Spider open wheel discs (the current 
rage) are run. A subtle paint job of 
Pearlescent Gun Metal Gray tops it 
off. 

The modified Chev can be found 
by turning the page, please. 
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UITE A BIT MORE drastic 
than our mild Chev is this wild 
one. The most obvious alteration is 
the top, but don’t jump to any con- 
clusions. It isn’t chopped. In fact, the 
stock roof isn’t even left on the car 
in any way, shape, or form. For the 
new roof line, we have constructed 
a fiberglass top. In order to attach it 
to the car, the belt line and the area 
above the trunk were re-constructed 
to build it up to the proper height. 
The windshield and posts are 
chopped four inches and slanted 
back at an angle of 55°. 

The front end has a rolled pan. 
The stock upper grille shell bar re- 
mains, but it houses an enhansive 57 
Buick grille. The stock Chevrolet 
headlights are frenched and the fen- 
der bead line is extended onto the 
ddor. Chrome, of course, is removed. 

Frenched taillights in the rear are 
simple. The pan is rolled, too and is 
split in the middle for a different 
effect. Nerf bars could be mounted 
in the slim open areas on the pan for 
protection. The rear fender has a 
corresponding bead hammered into 
it to draw attention rearward. The 
license plate is recessed into the 
deck lid. 

Reversed and chromed wheels 
along with scavenger pipes round 
out the list of restyling treatments. 
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| Immaculate workmanship and blown Olds 
make this Nordstrom-Henson-Lewis dragster...

WE STILL THINK that one of the sharper cars to come from Detroit in 
the past few years was the ’57 Plymouth. However, one item that could 
do with a bit of improving is the taillight. We think the answer to this is 
found with the lens from the Plymouth’s big brother (or maybe father?) 
the Chrysler. After seeing the finished job, we think that youl agree. The 
actual work is no more than would be found with any such taillight modifi- 
cation. It does require a bit of time, but the money involved will only be 
for the purchase of the new ’57 Chrysler lenses. The stock Plymouth back- 
ing plate and the back-up lights are retained for the swap. The only elbow 
grease required other than removing the stock assemblies and installing the 
Chrysler units, is involved in reshaping slightly the Chryslers to fit, which 
is no real problem. If you have a 57 Plymouth, take a good close look at this.

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PLANNED APPEARANCE PROVIDES THE WINNING TOUCH 
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oo BASIC PURPOSE of a gear 
is similar to that of a lever arm. 
If a heavy weight is to be lifted with 
a crowbar, the bar is used in such a 
manner as to gain a mechanical ad- 
vantage or leverage ratio. This is 
accomplished by moving the long 
end of the lever bar a greater dis- 
tance than the distance in which you 
will move the weight. If the ratio of 
length between the lever arm ends 
is 10 to 1, a 500 pound weight could 
be lifted by exerting 50 pounds of 
pressure on the longer ratio end. In 
this case, as with gears, the distance 
traveled has been exchanged for the 
weight lifted. One factor is always 
exchanged for the other; it is impos- 
sible to benefit results without loss. 

We all know that automobiles are 
propelled by exerting a driving force 
referred to as torque to the pavement 


through the rear wheels. Today's 
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powerplants produce approximately 
400 foot pounds of torque or twisting 
power. This doesn’t seem like very 
much when you think that the aver- 
age man can do the same thing with 
a two foot crank. But the man doesn’t 
exist that could produce this force 
and be able to rotate the crank at 
4000 revolutions per minute. Obvi- 
ously a man would do a very poor 
job of propelling a car by revolving 
a crank. Let’s assume that we have 
an engine that produces 400 foot 
pounds of torque, and that there is 
no power loss in shafts and gears 
that transmit power in a 1-to-1 ratio 
at the rear end so that the total 400 
pounds of torque is applied to the 
rear wheels. If the wheels were 24” in 
diameter this would apply the total 
torque to the road because half the 
diameter (or radius) would be one- 
foot. Torque is measured with a one-

foot arm as a standard so that the 
same force would be available on 
the surface of a tire with a one-foot 
radius. Your tire will probably have 
a 28” diameter. This will reduce the 
applied force because of the increase 
in the lever arm. Actually, it would 
be 344 foot pounds of torque — not a 
very impressive figure for driving a 
4000 pound car. 

In order to drive these two-tons, it 
is necessary to multiply the driving 
force by using a speed reducing ratio 
on the rear end gears. Using a ratio 
of 4 to 1, the engine turns over four 
times to every single turn of the 
wheels. In doing so, the torque is 
multiplied four times so that 1600 
pounds is made available to the rear 
wheels. If this ratio was increased 
ridiculously, a fantastie weight could 
be moved in a prolonged period of 
time. In order to overcome the iner- 
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tia of the automobile and increase 
torque at lower speeds, transmissions 
with multiple ratios are used in con- 
junction with the rear axle deduc- 
tions. The transmission gears allow 
the engine to turn higher revolutions 
at lower speeds increasing torque to 
get the car underway. This can easily 
be understood if one imagines a 
transmission with a low gear of 4 
to 1 used in conjunction with a 4 to 1 
rear axle ratio. The combination of 
these two ratios produce a final ratio 
of 16 to 1, so that the engine turns 16 
times to 1 turn of the rear wheels. 
A multiplication of engine torque by 
16 will get a car under way no mat- 
ter how feeble the engine may be. 

Gear ratios, depending upon the 
type of car, vary from three to one 
in low gear and two to one in second 
to 2% to 1 in low and 1% to 1 in 
second. Different horsepower and 
weight combinations call for differ- 
ent gear ratios. Heavy underpowered 
cars require ratios that multiply 
torque to a greater degree than light, 
high powered cars. 

High gears and low gears — How 
many times have you heard these ex- 
pressions? Actually each of these are 
misnomers. Gears are often named 
improperly. A high gear in the gen- 
erally accepted use of the term is in 
reality not a high ratio gear, but one 
that is capable of making the vehicle 
travel at a higher rate of speed with 
a given rpm. A low ratio does just 
the opposite. 

One of the most common mistakes 
made in selecting gear ratios is to 
install an extreme high rear axle ratio 
to obtain higher speeds. Unless the 
engine torque has been greatly in- 
creased, the car will most likely go 
slower as higher gears have a numeri- 
cally smaller ratio resulting in a loss 
of mechanical advantage or leverage. 
If the engine torque has not been 
increased, less thrust will be avail- 
able at the rear wheels again reduc- 
ing performance. Another mistake 
made in gear selection is the installa- 
tion of higher transmission ratios in 
heavy passenger cars. Unless the en- 
gine produces exceptional torque and 
the rear axle ratio is low, the end 
result would produce a disappointing 
sluggish low speed performer. High 
transmission gears and rear axle 
ratios do not increase acceleration. 
They merely allow higher speeds in 
low and second. High rates of accel- 
eration are always obtained with 
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The difference between winning and losing may be here. 


lower gears, but a condition can exist 
when so much high rpm horsepower 
is available that, after peaking the 
engine in second gear, the car is 
forced to accelerate over too wide a 
speed range in high gear to reach 
maximum horsepower rpm so the 
rate of acceleration falls off. When 
this problem exists the higher trans- 
mission ratios are recommended. This 
will reduce the rpm drop between 
gears. 

To help you select the proper gear 
for your individual needs there are 
a few basic fundamentals of engine 
theory that should be understood. By 
selecting different overall gear ratios 
you can in effect slide the engine 
brake horsepower curve back and 
forth along the speed scale and 
change its position in relation to the 
horsepower required curves which 
remains constant. In other words, by 
shuffling the brake horsepower curve 
around with different gearing ratios 
you can obtain more performance at 
one roadspeed by losing some per- 
formance at another. 

In order to obtain maximum accel- 
eration your engine must be run 
above the peak horsepower point in 
each gear before shifting into the 
next higher gear. This will produce 
the greatest average excess horse- 
power over a range of vehicle speeds. 
This theory holds constant through- 
out the entire speed range including 
high gear. In other words, the car 
must be geared so that you will just 
reach the theoretical shift point into 
an imaginary fourth gear when you 
reach the finish line. As an example, 
suppose you have been clocking 109 
mph at the end of a quarter mile 


using 4:11 to 1 gears with the engine 
turning at a peak speed of 5000 rpm. 
The engine develops maximum 
horsepower at 5500 rpm. If a 4:70 to 
1 gear is selected, the engine can be 
turned at the proper rpm, and there- 
fore running more efficiently, should 
turn approximately 114 mph. This is 
not just paper mechanics but a 
proven pattern for obtaining maxi- 
mum performance. 

In order to arrive at the necessary 
ratio the following sample formula 
may be used. 

gear ratio= RPM X D 

336 X MPH 

“Rpm” is the engine’s maximum 
horsepower speed plus 500 rpm; “D” 
is the driving wheel diameter and 
“Mph” designates the desired speed 
to be attained.

 oosonde ONE OF THE MOST popular modi- 
fications performed on the equally popular ’59 
Chevrolet is the filling-in of the hood/grille shell 
vents. This is found on only the more reworked 
customs as it requires a working knowledge of the 
common principles of torch customizing. It entails 
work and time, and if jobbed out to a shop, money. 
However, the effect is very pleasing and is well 
worth everything involved. It is the type of modi- 
fication that changes the appearance of the car, 
but to the casual onlooker he cannot determine 
just exactly what it is that creates the new look. 

Our three finish shots show two versions of this 
modification. One has ‘half-filled’ vents — the hood 
remains in stock location splitting the duct. The 
other two have full roll jobs with the leading lip 
of the hood panel extended downward into the 
grille shell. These are, again, minor details.

DIRT CATCHERS 


Dear Don: 

What are the advantages or dis- 
advantages of an exposed type air 
cleaner compared to an enclosed 
type. Cleaners on early Corvettes 
were of the exposed type but mine 
is enclosed in a metal container that 
has an intake duct that points to the 
side of the engine compartment. The 
Dodge Dart has practically the same 
type of cleaner as is on my car but 
its air duct points toward the radia- 
tor. 

Is the air duct size on enclosed 
cleaners adequate and how impor- 
tant is the position of same?

The basic difference between air cleaners 
that have exposed and enclosed filtering ele- 
ments is that the enclosed type incorporates a 
silencing chamber. This chamber is the con- 
tainer that surrounds the filtering element. Its 
purpose is to eliminate, or at least reduce, the 
sound air makes when it flows through the filter 
and into the engine's carburetor. You can get 
an idea of what the silencing chamber does by 
removing the cleaner assembly from your engine 
and then driving the car at a fairly high engine 
rpm. 

The size of the air inlet on silencing-type 
cleaners is very important to engine perform- 
ance; however, the opening in any cleaner is 
adequate for the engine for which the cleaner 
was designed. If the engine is reworked by the 
addition of a reground camshaft and improved 
valve actuating parts that will allow it to run 
at a higher crankshaft speed than it did orig- 
inally it's possible that the opening could re- 
strict air flow to the carburetor and engine. 

The direction in which the air inlet points 
can have an influence on a car's fuel mileage. 
This is something that varies for each make and 
mode! of automobile. The primary force that is 
concerned here is the air blast from the en- 
gine's fan. 


| STILL SAY NO 


Dear Don: 
In the August, 1960, issue of Car 


CraFr you stated that putting a 
Chevy V8 in a 50 Olds would be a 


“step to the rear rather than for- 
ward.” Being a Chevy V8 man my- 
self I got out my Motor’s Manual to 
see how good the Olds engine was. 
So with this comparison, a 53 model 
98 Olds versus a ‘55 Chevy V8 with 
four-barrel carburetor, it seems that 
you got your wires crossed because 
Chevy’s have 15 more horses and a 
thousand more rpm’s. 


What was your reason for say- 
ing this?

There are many reasons why | said, and still 
say, that an Olds engine is better than a Chevy 
V8 for a ‘50 Olds car. 

Horsepower figures, especially those released 
by automobile factories, aren't reliable yard- 
sticks of an engine's performance potential. The 
figures are seldom accurate, due to the desire 
of automobile manufacturers’ advertising and 
sales departments to rate their engines higher 
than those of the competition and also because 
of fhe different methods there are for comput- 
ing horsepower and standardizing horsepower 
ratings. Specifications that tell much more than 
horsepower ratings are maximum torque rat- 
ings, the crankshaft speed at which maximum 
torque output is developed, and the crankshaft 
speed at which maximum horsepower is 
developed. 

Torque is the measure of the amount of work 
an engine can do. The crankshaft speed of 
maximum torque output is the engine speed at 
which the engine will pull the best. The lower 
this figure, the nicer the engine will be for 
normal driving conditions. The higher the crank- 
shaft speed the maximum horsepower output, 
the tighter the engine will have to be turned 
t® use its power. 

Another thing to consider when comparing 
engines is their cubic inch displacement. A 283- 
inch Chevy is 20 cubic inches smaller than the 
smallest Olds that was ever built and 88 inches 
smaller than a ‘60 Olds. Displacement is one of 
the main factors that determine torque output. 
The larger the displacement, the greater the 
output. Also, the speed at which the maximum 
output is developed becomes lower as displace- 
ment is increased. Being a Chevy lover you 
know it's common practice to bore and stroke 
Chevy engines to increase their displacement. 

The little Chevy V8's are excellent engines 
for swaps and for general hot rod use, but be- 
cause of their comparatively small displacement 
they are short on low-end torque. This makes 
full use of transmission gears necessary for good 
low-speed performance. Boring and stroking 
will help low-speed performance but wild cam- 
shafts and some types of multiple-corburetor 
setups will hurt it. 

Olds engines are good engines too. Their 
larger displacement automatically gives them 
much better low-speed torque characteristics 
than a stock Chevy could possibly have. A great 
part of this advantage is due to the longer 
stroke length in the Olds. The stroke of the 
smallest Olds is “1s of an inch longer than that 
of the little Chevys. A 60 Olds stroke is ''/s- 
inch longer than the Chev's. 

Their greater standard displacement gives 
Olds engines much greater potentials than a 
Chevy has for displacement increases by boring

and stroking. A maximum-size Chevy couldn't 
compete very well on equal ground with a 
maximum displacement Oldsmobile. 

Another thing considered was that an Olds 
engine belongs in an Olds chassis. There aren't 
any problems involved in its installation. This 
feature is worth consideration because of the 
work and expense that would be involved in 
the installation of a Chevy in an Olds. 

And there, Chevy lover (bless them, one and 
all), are the facts as 1 see them why an Olds 
engine would be superior to a small Chevy in 
on Olds chassis. But here’s something else for 
you to remember: Your opinion is just as good 
to you as mine is to me. 


BETTER NOT TOW 


Dear Don: 

I recently got into an argument 
with my father about automatic 
transmissions. I have talked to sev- 
eral people, most of whom are me- 
chanics, and they tell me that if you 
tow a car that has an automatic 
transmission you will burn out the 
transmission. Is this true, or are these 
people feeding me a line of bull? 

My father says that towing a car 
that has an automatic transmission 
will not damage the trans. We would 
like to get the lowdown and we 
thought you might be of some help.

This is one time you can believe what you 
heard. Not all automatic transmissions are alike 
but the manufacturers of most of them recom- 
mend that a car's driveshaft be disconnected 
from the rear axle assembly before the car is 
towed so that the car's rear wheels won't rotate 
the transmission’s members. Usually a minimum 
distance which a car can be towed without dis- 
connecting its driveshaft is specified; also, a 
maximum towing speed is specified. The dis- 
tance is usually only a few miles and the speed 
is slow. 

The reason for not towing such cars long 
distances at high speeds is that lubrication of 
the moving parts in their transmission is de- 
pendent on an oil pump in the trans that is 
driven by the transmission’s input shaft. In 
other words, the pump is driven by the engine. 
When the engine is not running, the pump is 
not working. Therefore, after a short distance of 
towing there is danger of some of the parts in 
the transmission running dry. Such parts will 
not last long without ace uate lubrication. 

Another reason the oii pump in some trans- 
missions must be working when the transmis- 
sion's parts are revolving is that pressure 
created by the pump releases some of the 
transmissions’ shifting units when the trans- 
missions are in neutral. Without adequate oil 
Pressure the elements of these units will be 
forced to rotate against each other. This causes 
a rapid heat rise in the parts and subsequent 
damage to them. 

Some automatic transmissions have a second 
pump that is driven by the driveshaft. The pur- 
Pose of this pump is to help the engine-driven 
Pump maintain adequate pressure and oil flow 
in the transmission to actuate its shifting units. 

To be on the safe side, don't tow a car that 
has an automatic transmission of any type for 
any appreciable distance without either dis- 
connecting its driveshaft or lifting its reor 
wheels off the road so they will not turn.

much danger of even a serious chal- 
lenge. Allen amazed everyone when 
he kept steaming along well past the 
experts’ predicted maximum distance 
on the three and a third gallons of 
fuel allowed on board at one time. 
Not only did he go well past the 
limit, but he went all the way with- 
out stopping for any reason — fuel, 
tires, engine work, chains or driver 
relief.

Pete Berlt, Bobby’s team- 
mate on another Xterminator kart, 
followed him across the line for the 
second place, with Tex Bell and Don 
Surwall taking the third and fourth 
spots. Surwall thus added C Modi- 
fied Open class laurels to his record, 
along with the previously mentioned 
fastest lap in time trials. 

A long grind such as this inevitably 
results in some short tempers, and 
queries as to how Allen had gone 
the route on the legal maximum of 
three and a third gallons of fuel 
capacity were quick to come. Imme- 
diate checking by technical reps from 
GPKCI, NAKA and GKCA resulted 
in a clean bill of health for Bobby.
